CONFESSED, WHEN DOPED 
BY OFFICERS, HE CLAIMS 


Judge Ben Hill Will Sen- 
tence J. L. Wilson and J.R. 
Gunter When Court Meets 
This Morning. 


The jury in the case of J. L. Wilson, 
charged with dyvnamiting a street car 
recently, yesterday afternoon returned 
a verdict of guilty, with a recommenda- 
tion of mercy, which means that he 
will be given a prison senience of from 
five to ten years. 

Judge Ben Ifill stated last night 
that he would sentence both Wilson 
and J. KR. Gunter, who was convicted 
Wednesday, this morning at 9 o'clock. 

The Wilson jury was out a $iittle 
more than ah hour, and the trial oc- 
cupied the entire day. In charging the 
twelve men, Judge Hill, as in the case 
of Gunter, laid the same stress upen 
confessions obtained from prisoners. 

Warns Jury About Confessions. 

He stated that a confession was to 
be considered with care, and that, ac- 
cording law, such an admission, if 
obtained hy hope of reward, fear or 
some other inducement, should be ig- 
nored. A confession obtained on the 
strength of a detective’s statement that 
“it would be best to confess,” was also 
void, he declared in his charge. 

Wilson had made a complete confes- 
sion to the detectives at police head- 
querters, in wich he admitted com- 
plicity in the dynamiting of the Boule- 
Vard trélley car last month on which 
Eva PRelsham and her sister were in- 
jured. But he repudiated this on the 
witness stand, swearing “hat the de- 
tectives had doped him with whisky 
and drugged soft drinks at the time it 
was procured from him. 

Witnesses testified that he made the 
eonfession voluntarily and without co- 
ercion or inducement. The case was 
worked up by detectives from _ police 
‘headquarters under the direction of 
Sergeants, George Bullard and Bob 
Waggoner, who testified. 

Only Eleven Jurors. 

The case was tried by eleven jurors, 
the panels being exhausted with this 
number, and both sides consenting to 
proceed with the trial lacking the 
twelfth juror.

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UTARY SYSTEM. 
HAS BEEN FAILURE 


So Declares General Scott, 
Chief of Staff, Who Advo- 
cates System of Training 
for Every American.

Washington, December 7.—The 
unteer military system again has 
proved itself a failure and should be 
relegated to the past, declares Major- 
General Hugh L. Scott, chief of staff 
of the army, in his annual report made 
public tonight. Basing his conclusions 
on the showing of the federalized na- 
tional guard when mobilized’ for bor- 
der duty, and the fact that strenuous 
recruiting campaigns for both the reg- 
ulars and guardsmen have produced 
negligible results, General Scott says: 

“In my judgment the country will 
never be prepared for defense until we 
do as other great nations do that have 
large interests to guard, like Ger- 
many, Japan and France, where every- 
body is ready and does perform mili- 
tary service in time of peace as he 
would pay every other tax, and is will- 
ing to make sacrifices for the protec- 
tion he gets and the country gets in 
return. There no reason why one 
woman’s son should go out and defend 
or be trained to defend another wom- 
an and her son who refuse to take 
training or give service. The only 
democratic method is for every man 
in his youth to Lecome trained in order 
that he may render effictent service if 
called upon in war.” 

Training Period Inadequate. 

Taking up the questioh. of the na- 
tional guard in its federal status, Gen- 
eral Scott declares‘ the training period 
of 75 days in three years, provided by 
the new national defense act, is wholly 
inadequate.

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CAUSE OF CONCERN 


Virtually Only One Action 
Open to the United States 
Should Arabia’s Peaceful 
Character Be Established. 


Washington, December 7.—Germa- 
ny’s acceptance of responsibility for 
the sinking without warning of the 
British liner Arabia, with the explana- 
tion that her submarine commander 
took the vessel for an auxiliary war- 
ship, has brought the issue over sub- 
marine warfare to a more serious and 
clear-cut basis than anything that has 
happened since the threat of the United 
States last April to break diplomatic 
relations after the torpedoing of the 
channel liner Sussex. . 

Such information as the 
government now has tends to show 
the Arabia to have been a passenger 
ship of the Peninsular and Orient line, 
passing through the Mediterranean on 
a regular voyage. 
passengers was an American citize: 
who was rescued. 

The German note, made public to- 
day by the state department, says if 
official data is furnished showing that 
the vessel was an ordinary passenger 
steamer, “this then would be a case 
of regrettable mistake from: which the 
German government would ‘promptly 
draw the appropriate consequences.” 
It is asumed- here thak. the conse- 
quences would be an expression of re- 
gret and offer a reparation for any in- 
jury or danger suffered by the Ameri- 
can on .board. : 

The note has been referred to Presi- 
dent Wilson, who is considering a re- 
view of recent German submarine ac- 
tivities to which the Arabia case comes 
as a climax. There probably will be no 
immediate action, as the state depart- 
ment first must clear up beyond ques- 
tion the exact status of the liner when 
attacked. Then it will be for the pres- 
ident to decide the course to be fol- 
lowed. 

In official quarters the German ex- 
planation is regarded as weak and un- 
satisfactory, no weight being attached 
to the statements that the Arabia was 
painted like a transport and was fol- 
lowing a route usually taken by trans- 
ports and that the submarine com- 
mander saw many Chinamen, but no 
women and children aboard her. It 
is realized, however, that if official 
data finally establishes the innocent 
character of the vessel, in view of the 
Sussex note, virtually only one action 
remains open to the United States, and 
that would not be taken until every 
possible consideration had been given 
Germany's position.

Roughly officials estimate the ad- 
vance in foodstuffs during the year at 
45 per cent. In this connection it was 
pointed out that the department of ag- 
/riculture had reported an approximate 
average shortage of 15 per cent in 
staple grain and production crops. 

Attention was called to the depart- 
ment’s estimate, bused on years of re- 
search work, that the ratio between 
advance in prices and shortage of 
crops was approximately three to one.

ABOUT SUPPLY OF SEED 


Washington, December 7.—The United 
States bureau of plant industry today 
advised cotton growers to make cer- 
tain of their supply for seed for plant- 


ing next season. 
“All kinds of cotton seed are likely 


to be scarce at planting time next 
spring,” said the statement. “The un- 
precedented prices now being paid at 
the oi] mills ee A tempt many farmers 
to cut down their reserves of planting 
seed or to sell all of it, perhaps with 
the idea of being able to buy seed of a 
better variety for only a little more 
than the mills are now paying for or- 
dinary gin-run seed. Wwhile it is al- 
ways desirable to replace an inferior 
stock with a better one, it would be 
well to make sure of the good planting 
seed as soon as possible. 

“Another danger to the seed supply 
lies in the possibility that growers who 
have good seed of superior varieties 
may think it easier to sell it at once 
to the oil mills instead of holding it to 
sell for planting. This is a special 
danger in connection with the new 
early-maturing long-staple varieties. 
As only limited supplies of good seed 
of these varieties are in existence it 
may be urged that all of this should 
be saved for planting purposes.”

TO FORCE BOX CARS 
TO SOUTH AND WEST 


New York, December 7.—To afford 
quick relief to those parts of the 
country suffering from a shortage of 
box cars, the American Railway 4as- 


sociation announced here today a plan 
to supply the south and west with 
cars in excess of the number received 
from railroads operating in those sec- 
tions. 

Through the association's car service 
commission, of which Fairfax Har- 
rison, president of the Southern Rail- 
way company, is chairman, New Eng- 
land railroads which have more cars 
than they own will turn over an excess 
of 30 per cent; roads in the so-called 
trunk line’ and central freight ter- 
ritory an excess of 20 per cent; the 
southern and western roads them- 
selves «will surrender to their own 
southern and western connections an 
excess of 10 per cent, and those in 
the central west must deliver an ex- 
cess of 20 per cent.

ALL PORTS OF REECE 


Ministers of Entente to De- 
mand Explanation of Greek 
Military Activity. 


Paris, December 7.—The official 
journal will publish tomorrow a de- 
cree proclaiming a blockade of Greek 
ports. 


Athens, Tuesday, December 5.—(Via 
London, December 7.)—Notwithstand- 
ing that it is generally believed that 
the entente blockade will go into ef- 
fect immediately and without notice, 
government officials were optimistic 
after a conference between King Con- 
stantine and the Italian minister this 
afternoon. It was asserted in govern- 
ment circles that Greece can withstand 
a siege for 20 days, although districts 
that can be reached only by water will 
suffer more quickly.

Athens, December 6.—(Via London, 
December 7.)—The Russian, Italian, 
French and British ministers called in 
a body at the foreign office at 2:30 
o’clock this afternoon and demanded 
an explanation of the Greek military 
activity.

fers Greece openly hostile to an un- 
settled situation.

GEN. MAURICE REVIEWS 
FALL OF BUCHAREST 


London, December 7.—“The fall of 
Bucharest is without military signifi- 
cance, but I have no desire to under- 
rate the fact that its surrender has 
a considerable moral and political ef- 
fect,” said General ¥. B. Maurice, chief 
director of military operations at the 
British war office today. “The Ru- 
manian army is still intact, as it was 
never in danger of great loss until it 
made the stand on the Argechu, where 
it was defeated. It must have lost a 
considerable number of men when the 
enemy broke through. 

“In our press’ there has evidently 
been much misconception in regard to 
the so-calleg Orsova army, left in the 
rear of the Germans. As a matter of 
fact there never was a Rumanian army 
at Orsova. The ohly army in Walla- 
Chia was the first Rumanian army, 
while slightly less than a division was 
left at Orsova only as a rear guard. 
This detachment was cut off. 

“Reports from Germany from _  50,- 
000 to 100,000 Rumanian prisoners 
must include the civilian population 
of the occupied districts. The ma- 
terial gain of the Germags around Bu- 
charest are not as great as they ex- 
pected, as the Rumanians succeeded in 
inflicting great damage on the oil 
fields, while much corn was removed. 

“It is dangerous to prophecy where 
the Rumanians will make their stand, 
but it is reasonable to presume they 
will take a position on the narrow 
neck of Rumania, which still gives 
possession to the larger part of the 
county, ang provides strong positions 
for the flanks. 

“Some reasons for the Rumanian 
difficulties may be summarized as fol- 
lows: Faulty organization of equip- 
ment and railroads and lack of heavy 
guns.” 


CANDIDATE FOR JUSTICE 
HELD ON FRAUD CHARGE 


Augusta, Ga., December 7.—(Special.) 
S. M. Devaney, who was a candidate 
in the election last Saturday for justice 
of the peace in the 600th district, was 
arrested today on a warrant sworn out 
at the instance of the solicitor of the 
city court, as the result of accusations 
by two of the election managers that 
he stuffed the ballot boxes, the nanag- 
ers claiming that they saw him in the 
act. Devaney denies the charge. 

In the meantime, there is doubt as to 
who is the successful candidate in the 
600th district, the entire matter having 
been referred to the governor for de- 
cision. In the election, there were 140 
more votes in the boxes than there 
were voters. The managers did not 
number the ballots and therefore were 
unable to separate the »a'lots legally 
cast from those which were fraudulent- 
ly put into the boxes. Devaney re- 
ceived 23 more votes than the next 
highest candidate opposing him.

Albany, Ga., December 7.—(Special.)

Washington, December 7.—Warning 
against a threatened migration of the 
population of western Asia to the Unit- 
ed States is contained in the annual re- 


port of Commissioner General Antho- 
ny Caminetti, of the immigration serv- 
ice, made public today. The war and 
conditions immediately after its close 
will’) stay the stream for a time, but 
steps to head it off must be taken be- 
fore transportation interests begin to 
cull the field for their business, the 
report declares. 

Immigration from the far Orient, too, 
is a problem still unsolved, the report 
sets forth.

URGE CHANGE IN FIXING 
RATES FOR RAILROADS 


Commerce Commission Asks 
That the Burden of Altering 
Rates Be Put on Roads. 


Washington, December 7.—The inter- 
state commerce commission, in its an- 
nual report today to congress, recom- 
mended a sweeping change in methods 
of establishing freight and passenger 
rates so that shippers would not longer 
be compelled to show a proposed rate 
unreasonable to see it become effective. 
Carriers seeking to alter a rate would 
be compelled to sLow the change was 
reasonable. 

The recommendation is “that by 
statute congress fix the interstate 
rates, fares, charges, classifications, 
rules and regulations existing at a spe- 
cific date, prior to that of enactment, 
as just and reasonable for the past, and 
provide that no change therein after 
that specified date may be made except 
upon order of the commission; with 
provision that ‘such statute shall not 
affect the proceedings pending at the 
time of enactment,” 

The purpose of the suggestion is said 
to be mainly to correct flaws in the 
present method by which an injured 
ehipper seeks reparation for payment of 
a higher rate than subsequently is ap- 
proved by the commission. 

It was said, however, that the effect 
of such legfslation would be radical 
"upon methods of rate establishment. At 
present tariffs proposing rate changes 
filed by the railroads become operative 
on a fixed date unless suspended by the 
commission and shown on hearing to be 
unreasonable, unjust or discriminatory. 
If existing rates are declared by statute 
to be just and reasonable, it was point- 
ed out, the burden will be on those 
i wish to change them.

Marketing of farm products, rural 
finances and rural organization, the 
report says, have received close atten- 
tion from the department in the last 
three years. <A four-year program de- 
veloped in 1913 has been in a large 
measure carried out. 

Improved marketing of live stock and 
meats has been sought by the depart- 
ment as a means of cheapening these 
products. Already, the report says, “ar- 
rangements have been made with 58 
stock yard companies to secure month- 
ly reports of live stock 
shipments. A uniform system of mar- 
keting records has been established at 
the instance of the department by a 
number of yards. Methods and costs 
of marketing live stocks and meats 
were investigated. A preliminary in- 
vestigation of the sources, accuracy 
and use of market reports on live stock 
and meats has been made, The results 
of this study have been utilized in 
development of plans for the organiza- 
tion of a demonstration market news 
service for live stock. similar to that 
now conducted for perishable crops.” 

Other efforts at better distribution 
methods are described as follows: 

Systems for Warchouses. 

‘“Well-tested systems of accounts and 
records for primary grain elevators, for 
live-stock shipping associations, and for 
co-operative stores have been issued. 
Systems for country creameries and 
cotton warehouses have been devised 
and are being tested under commercial 
conditions, Systems perfected by the 
department for farmers’ co-operative 
elevators and for fruit and produce as- 
sociations already are in extensive use. 
A plan for adapting farmers’ grain ele- 
vator companies to the patronage divi- 
dend ba'sis has been worked out and 


published.”’ 

Meat production has been increased, 
according to the report, largely through 
checking of disease and parasites and 
by better stock raising. More than 49 
per cent of the original tick-infested 
territory has been cleared, the report 
says, and the annual loss of $40,000,000 
through thig parasite has been greatly 
reduced. Diseases are being eliminated,

Unless the federal- 
jzed guard which congress substituted 
for the citizen volunteer army advo- 
cated by the general staff can be given 
greater training, General Scott says, 
the country faces a serious situation. 

“And it is very doubtful,” he con- 
tinues, “if we will be able to do so 
and keep the fvrce recruited. The 
difficulty that is now Dbeiug experi- 
er.ced in obtainine recruits for the 
regular army and for. the national 
guard in service on the border raises 
sharply the question of whether we 
would be able to recruit the troops 
authorized in the national defense 
act.” 

Still Below Mintmum Strength. 

In spite of the fact that the pre- 
paredness agitation stimulated inter- 
est while the effort was being made 
to bring the border forces up to war 
strength, General Scott asserts, three 
months of recruiting left many na- 
tional guard units still below mini- 
mum strength. Lvery effort was made 
to get the men, he says, 2° house to 
house canvass being conducted in some 


sections. 

“The failure,’’ says the report, 
“should make the whole people realize 
that the volunteer svstem does not and 
probably will not give us either the 
yen we need for truining in peace or 
for service in war.” 

General Scott gives at length ~ sta- 
tistics on the national guard mobiliza- 
tion available when his report was 
written, September 30. He shows that 
in 11 states, witn 16,600 enrolled 
guardsmen at the time of the egall, 
1 ore than 10 per cent failed to re- 
spond, and 29 per cent of the remain- 
der could not pass required physicai 
tests, making the force 43 per cent 
raw recruits when it wert to the bor- 
der. Brought up to war strength, he 
says, the force would. have been 75 per 
cent green men and useless for war 
purposes for many months. 

“These figures probably 
for the entire body of the 
guard,” the report adds. 

An aggregate force of 151,096 of- 
ficers and men of the guard were mus- 
tered into the federal service under the 
call and about 110,957 were on the bor- 
der a month and a half after the call 
issued.

In the growth of the Parent-Teacher as- 
sociation, an organization which has at 
heart the increased efficiency of Atlanta’s 
public school system, there is presented 
splendid opportunity to take up the matter 
of a municipal bond #sue to meet the sys- 
tem’s imperative needs.

school board. Undoubtedly they would give 
the system splendid service. | 

But the first thing we must have, if the 
system is to get anywhere, is an adequate 
bond issue. Here is a work worthy of the 
Parent-Teacher association; why shouldn’t 
it get back of this bond issue and make it a 
success? It couldn’t render a better service 
to Atlanta. 

If the Atlanta women, and particularly 
the Atlanta mothers, members of this or- 
ganization, will get back of the bond issue 
with all their force and enthusiastic pur- 
pose, they will get it. 

Cities all over the country are now issu- 
ing bonds to perfect their school systems. 
Denver, Colo., is planning a million-dollar 
bond issue to do just what Atlanta ought to 
do and must soon do, if she would preserve 
a semblance of educational prestige. 

The success of a bond issue demands 
organization. It also requires hard work. 
But there is scarcely a doubt that Atlanta 
will vote it, if the need be clearly shown. 

The Parent-Teacher association supplies 
the best possible organization already at 
hand. It is made up of women, each of 
whom has a personal interest in the school 
system; and personal interest is the foun. 
dation of convincing arg¥ment. 

If this association will take hold of the 
bond problem, the services of The Constitu- 
tion will be placed at its disposal. There is 
no doubt that we can get the bonds and 
build up our schools. The thing to do is to 
take hold and do it! 


URGENT NEED OF SHIPS. 
The one thing most needed to foster 
trade relations between South American 
countries and the United States is improve- 


‘ment in communications and increased -fa- 


cilities for ocean transportation. It is this 
fact which most impressed American Am- 
bassador F. J. Stimson to Argentine Repub- 
lic, stated in a cabled interview shortly fol- 
lowing his arrival at Buenos Aires. 


Mr. Stimson’s statement does not stand | 


alone. It comes in the nature of cumulative 
evidence. Wherever we hear of trade possi- 
bilities, we hear also they are not developed 
as they could and should be, for the lack of 
American bottoms. 

Many American merchants and bankers 
have visited Argentina, Brazil and other 
South American couptries, with the result 
that the friendliest of relations have been 
cultivated. They are ready to do business 
with us, in vastly larger proportion than it 
is possible for them to do, because of the 
absence of facilities. 

There was enacted at the last session of 
congress a shippifg bill under which it was 
designed to encourage the building of ves- 
sels under the American flag. If the law 
has begun to render service it is evidently 
doing so very slowly. It may be true that 
American shipping facilities are increasing 
now at a rate more rapidly than at any time 
in the country’s history; but it is also true 
that they are not increasing rapidly enough 
to take care of the business we could do, if 
we were prepared for it. 

American steamship companies now en- 
gaged in the South American trade have 
under consideration the establishment of 
lines to Argentina and other ports in that 
vicinity. That is well and good, but when 
they do it they leave other trade territory 
unprovided for. : 

It is more new vessels under the Amer- 
ican flag that are now so badly needed. If 
the law which congress has already enacted 
is not sufficient to encourage the prompt 
building and operation of them, then con- 
gress should provide such amendment as is 
needed to that end. 

Vessels of foreign registry have been 
practically all withdrawn from this trade 
because of the war in Europe. American- 
owned vessels sailing under the British flag 
have been requisitioned and taken for the 
military service of that country. There is 
no telling when they will be restored to their 
former trade channels. 

In the meantime our commerce suffers. 
We must build and operate our own ships, 
not for the moment, but for the trade that 
is ours now if we will only take it, and 
which we should make ours for all time to 
come. 

Unless we prepare for it we cannot hope 
to hold this trade in competition with the 
eager European countries, once they turn 
again from the battlefield to the factory. 
And the only way to prepare for it is to build 
the ships to carry the goods that purchasers 
all around us are eager to buy and pay for 
now. 


MR. M’ADOO’S REPORT.

We have been transformed from 
a debtor into a creditor nation. On No- 
vember 1, 1916, the stock of gold coin 
and bullion in the United States was esti- 
mated at $2,700,136,976, an increase of 
$714,597,804 in the past 16 months. This 
is the largest stock of gold ever held in 
the United States or in any other country 
of the world. Through the operations of 
the federal reserve system and with our 
abundant supply of gold as a basis, the 
credit resources of the United States 
have become more than sufficient for 
home demand, and we have been able to 
finance our great domestic and foreign 
trade without strain and to extend vast 
amounts of credit to other nations 
throughout the world.” 

It is the federal reserve system which, as 
Mr. McAdoo clearly indicates, has been so 
largely responsible for American prosperity, 
standing as a great financial bulwark against 
panic assaults of every sort. 

Secretary McAdoo not only took promi- 
nent part in the framing of federal reserve 
legislation, but he has opened treasury re- 
sources to national business in greater de- 
gree than has been done by any preceding 
secretary of the treasury. Before the re- 
serve system came into being he put a stop 
to panic talk by announcing his readiness to 
issue five hundred millions of emergency 
currency. He has placed millions in mar- 
keting centers for the handling of the crops,

Mayor-Elect Candler Studying 


Details of the City Government 


Already Mayor-elect Asa G. Candler has 
begun wrestling with Atlanta’s municipal 
perplexities, and those of a semi-personal 
nature naturally confronting a chief execu- 
tive. Among them in the aggregate might 
be mentioned the proposed city plaza, the 
finance budget, street paving, and the nam- 
ing of a secretary to the mayor. 

Although his name will not appear upon 
the city pay roll until he is sworn in as may- 
or three weeks from next Monday, Mr. Can- 
dler intends giving his entire time from now 
until the expiration of the term for which» 
he was elected last Wednesday to the study 
of Atlanta, its governmental problems and 
the administration of them, he said last 
night: 

“My time between now and the first of 
the year,” said the mayor-elect, “I am going 
to devote to the studying of the details of 
the city government, the needs of Atlanta, fa- 
miliarizing myself as much as I can with 
what my duties will be as mayor and how 
to make myself, as mayor, of the greatest 
possible usefulness to the city. 

“Of course, I haven’t got ‘organized’ yet, 
and my plans are only general; and in a gen- 
eral way, the only thing I can say is to re- 
peat what I said throughout my campaign 
for the nomination: That I am going to do 
as nearly right as I can and do the best 
that I can.” 

Mr. Candler said that he regards the 
proposed plaza improvement as one of the 
most important matters with which his ad- 
ministration probably will have to consider, 
anqg™he said he intends familiarizing himself 


with it so far as he may before his inaugura- 
tion. 

“I think the building of the proposed 
plaza,” said he, “which would bridge over 
the railroad tracks that now divide the city, 
is one of Atlanta's greatest physical needs, 
T. me, too, it is a very feasible project, 
although I am not an engineer and am not 
familiar with all the obstacles which may be 
in the way of it. But we build the viaducts, 
and I see no reason why we should not build 
the plaza.” 

The mayor-elect already has plunged deep- 
ly into the study of the city’s finance sheet, 
which it will be his duty to sign or veto 
during the first month of his administra- 
tion. He also is devoting what time he can 
—as he has been doing, by the way, for many 
weeks—to the study of street paving prob- 
lems and materials, feeling, as he says he 
does, that too much care cannot be exercised 
in expenditures for this purpose; and he 
says that so far as he can he shall see that 
for every dollar the city spends it will 
receive a dollar’s worth of value in return. 

Mr. Candler has made no announcement 
who will be his private secretary, nor has 
he given any inkling as to his preference 
as between eight or ten men said to have 
made application for the place. 

“There are many things to keep me busy 
getting ready for this job of mayor,” he said, 
“put when I became a candidate I knew it 


meant a lot of hard work, and I don’t want 
to shirk any of it. My only hope i that 
I shall be avle to properly fill the office and 
prove myself worthy of the great honor the 
peuple have conferred upon me. 


Many Leading Sociological Workers 
And Exhibit Cars Now in Atlanta 


Two special cars of the Southern Socio- 
logical congress, bearing the staff of speak- 
ers and workers engaged in a campaign of 
extension conferences throughout the south, 
and the big public welfare exhibit of the 
vongress, arrived in Atlanta Thursday night. 
The social workers. have been conducting a 
conference a week for the past three months 
in cities in Virginia, North and South Caro- 
lina. The party will depart tomorrow night 
for Chattanooga, where the last conference 
vf the campaign will be held. Officers of the 
sociological congress intend to carry 
message of social service and community 
betterment to all the people throughout the 
south, and the seceand campaign of confer- 
ences will be commenced shortly after the 
new year. 

In each conference city the congress 
workers conduct surveys covering the schools, 
sanitation and housing conditions. These 
surveys are always made with the co-opera- 
tion of the city governments and commit- 
tees of local citizens. General and group 


meetings are conducted on various phases : 


of health and social welfare. At each con- 
ference city the public welfare exhibit of 
the congress is shown. The exhibit is made 
up of the cream of the exhibit material of 
some sixty national philanthropic, religious

and public health organizations, which has 
been sent to the congress to be shown 
throughout the south. 

The exhibit material consist of charts 
pictures, models, mechanical devices and 
electrical contrivances illustrating principles 
of public health, sanitation, hygiene, housing 
conditions, living and working conditions, 
the problems of poverty, disease and crime, 
and of methods of meetings and all services 
of the congress are free. It is only because 
of the splendid co-operation and assistance 
that the congress has received that it is able 
io carry on this extension service. Several 
members of the speaking staff have been 
furnished¢by government and national or- 
ganizations.

From Farmer’s Standpoint 
Georgia Site Is the Best 
For Big Nitrate Plant 


HIGH SCHOOL GIRLS

Editor Constitution: With reference to 


the proposed $20,000,000 nitrate plant and the 
rival claims for its location between Mus- 
cle Shoals, on the Tennessee river, and the 
Chattahoochee river at West Point, Ga., it is 
worthy of note that in February, 1916, the 
Farmers’ Educational and Co-operative Union 
of America and the National Grange Patrons 
of Husbandry in convention at Washington 
adopted the following resolution, to-wit: 

“Resolved, That we insist that the lo- 

cation of this air nitrate industry be 
determined with reference to the agricul- 
tural interests of the country and that a 
site be selected which has near it a 
source of phosphate rock, etc., as has 
been recommended by the department of 
agriculture, and that, furthermore, if pos- 
sible, it be selected closest to the great- 
est consumption of fertilizers.” 

Leaving the comparative merits of the two 
proposed !tocations regarding electrical pos- 
sibilities to the hydraulic engineers, I de- 
sire to call attention to the following facts: 

The Chattahoochee river is most easily 
accessible, by coastwise barge service, to 
the largest producing phosphate rock depos- 
its in the world; namely, those of the hard 
rock district of Florida, accessible through 
Port Inglis, at the mouth of the Withlacoochee 
river on the western coast; and also to the 
great 
through the Port of Tampa. In 1914, ac- 
cording to the United States government sta- 
tistics, there was produced in the entire 
United States a total of 2,734,043 long tons 
of high-grade phosphate rock, of which 
Florida produced, at the two districts 
named above, 2,138,891 long tons, or 78 per 
cent of the total production for the United 
States. Against this, it should be .noted 
that while the state of Tennessee is a pro- 
ducer of equally high-grade and otherwise 
desirable phosphate rock, hér fields are small 
producers compared to the Florida fields, 
Tennessee having produced, in 1914, 483,203 
long tons, or 18 per cent only of the total 
tonnage produced in the United States. 

_ With reference to the fertilizer consump- 
tion in the territory surrounding’ the Chat- 
tahoochee river site compared to that con- 
tiguous to the Muscle Shoals site, govern- 
ment statistics show that the consumption 
of commercial fertilizers, for the year 1914, 
totaled 7,631,203 net tons for all the states. 
Of this total the states of Georgia, Alabama 
and South Carolina consumed 2,970,016 tons, 
or 40 per cent of the total tonnage consumed 
in the United States. The state of Alabama 
alone consumed only 7 per. cent, while the 
state of Georgia alone consumed 17 per cent 
of the total in the United States. 

It would seem from these statistics that 
the Chattahoochee river location certainly 
stands pre-eminently ahead of Muscle Shoals, 
if we constder the two points which the farm- 
ers of the United States are demanding recog- 
nition of. N. P. PRATT.

TODAY IN PUGILISM | 


Casper Leon is a name that is re- 
called with pleasure by the older fight 
fans, for the little Sicilian who bore 
it was one of the greatest bantam 
scrappers of his time. Leon was born 
in Palermo, Sicily, forty-four years ago 
today, and his ring career began in 
1891 and lasted ten years. When 
George Dixon relinquished the bantam 
title in the early '90’s, Leon and Jimmy 
Barry were considered the logical con- 
tenders for the honor. They fought 
at +Lemont, Ill., a little town near Chi- 
cago, in 1894, and Barry knocked out 
the Sicilian in twenty-eight rounds.

Feeling in Calhoun county Is sald 


to be strong against the negro boy, he 
having killed Lean Melvine, an influ- 
ential farmer in that county, on Octo- 
ber 3, 1916, he claims, in defense of 
his 60-year-old mother, while Melvine 
had the woman.down on the ground 
and was beating her with a’stick, Con- 
ley grabbing a pea-weight and hurled 
it at Melvine, the blow killing him in- 
stantlyv. The boy escaped and later a 
mob «formed and lynched Conley’s 
motheP. 

The petition for a change of venue 
was presented to Judge Cox at Mor- 
gan. After reading the petition, the 
state offered to put up evidence to 
show that it would be possible for 
Conley to get a fair trial in Calhoun 
county. Judge Cox declared; however, 
that the very fact that a mob had 
Ivneched the old woman was enough 
for him to know that Calhoun county 
was no place in which to try the de- 
fendant. 

In charging the grand jury at Mor- 
gan this week Judge Cox told the 
jury that whoever participated in the 
murder of Carrie Conley stained his 
hands with blood and damned his soul.

SHOWS SLIGHT DROP 


Reopening of Arabic Case 
and Fear of Unsatisfactory 
Settlement Cause Drop of 
1 to 3 Points in Final Hour. 


New York, December 7.—The mar- 
ket’s extreme susceptibility to any 
abrupt change in the international sit- 
uation was again strikingly exempli- 
fied today, prices yielding one to three 
points in the final hour on reports sug- 
gesting a renewal of the strain between 
Washington and Berlin. 

Prior to that period the general list 
had been active and strong, the only 
notable exception being in the metal 
group. The reason for this condition 
found partial explanation later when 
dividend on the leading porphyry cop- 
pers were announced. While some of 
these disbursements, regular and extra, 
were in excess of those declared three 
months ago, the aggregate dividends of 
$3.50 on Utah proved disappointing. 

Utah registered an extreme decline 
of two with 3% for Chile, while Chile 
7 per cent bonds made an extreme loss 
of six points. Other moderately heavy 
stocks included motors, sugars, some of 
the recently active utilities, equipments 
and munitions, as well as marines. 

On the constructive side the note- 
worthy feature was the further exten- 
sive demand for secondary or reorgan- 
ized railway shares, especially Wheel- 
ing and Lake Eries, Missouri Pacifics, 
Rock Island, Missouri, Kansas & Texas, 
Texas & Pacific, Toledo, St. Louis and 
Westerns, Southern railway and Sea- 
board Air Line.

United States Steel was less active 
and succumbed to the pressure of the 
later dealings, closing at a net loss of 
a point. Other shares of the same de- 
scription also forfeited gains of the 
forenoon with high grade rails like 
Reading, Union Pacific, Canadian Paci- 
fic. Louisville and Nashville, and Illi- 
nois Central. Total sales of stocks 
amounted to 1,400,000 shares.
